LEASING OF PUBLIC LANDS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—The an- 
nual meeting of the Pacific Stockmen’s 
Association was held here today. The 
most important subject considered was 
the proposed iegisiation by Congress, 
providing for the leasing of unoccupied 
public lands for grazing purposes. A 
bill was introduced in the House at the 
present session, which provides for 
such leasing, subject to all rights of 
homestead and mineral entry. It es- 
tablishes a uniform annual rental of 2 
cents an acre, tbe 


irrigation of arid and semi-arid lands. 

All leases are to run ten years, with a 

privilege of renewal for the same term. 

The adoption of this bill has been 

urged upon Congress by the American 
Association.

In his annual report ‘ord N. ey 
educational director, said: “Only nine 
association night schools in the entire 
United States surpassed the enroll- 
ment of Los Angeles, although =p 
seven cities having night schools in 
their aseeociations have a larger mopu- 
lation. None of the associations in 
cities the size of Los Angeles have 
schoojs as large as ours. San Francisco, 
with three times the population, has 
but a lMttie more than half our enroll- 
ment. while St. Louls, five times our 
size. has but twenty-two more stu- 
dents. 

“We offer courses in twenty-eight 
different branches, embracing bust- 
ness, political, industrial, scientific, 
language, music and miscellaneous sub- 
jects. Tweity-three teachers are em- 
ployed from among the best educators 
in the city. The enroliment for the 
school year 1900-1901 reached a total.of 
675 and omitting those in more“ than 
one department, 406 different men. Of 
these 55 were office men, @ students, 
77 cler 86 mechanics, 111 general 
trades and 10 unclassified. The 
total atteridance was 10.442 and the 
average 272 for the entire school year. 
“The chief need of the night school 
now is more room. While there has 
been a healthy growth in every way, 
the increase in enroliment has not kept 
pace h the increase in population. 
There is no reason why we should not 
help a thousand men to utilize their 
leleure time for self-improvement ex- 
cept that the floor space and equip- 
ment is insufficient. Both teachers

Rathbone Asks Reeves if He is Will- 
ing to Swear to Statement That Rath- 
bone Told Him Fraud Would not Be 
Discovered and Reeves Says Yes. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS. P.M.) 

HAVANA, Jan. 4.—(By West Indian 
Cable.] The examination of E. G. 
Rathbone. formerly Director-General 
of Posts of Cuba, was continued this 
afternoon. 

A dramatic incident of the trial this 
afternoon was the confronting of Rath- 
bone with Reeves, regarding the state- 
ment Reeves alleged Rathbone made 
after the latter's return to the United 
States in November, 1898, and two 
months after the stamps were burned.
